The unit can be powered from batteries, household power supply, car battery, etc.

Manganese batteries are not suitable for operating this unit, because their capacity is 
too small to be used. 

After switching the power OFF, the batteries are slightly consumed to hold the memory 
functions. 

When the unit is not used for a long time (a week or more), ramove the batteries from 
the unit.
